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Future of Sheckter 
property 


still undecided 


The seven-year struggle 
between Heritage Park and 
the City of St. Albert went 
another round Friday even- 
ing but at the meeting's end, 
it was still a no-decision 
contest. When questioned by 
reporters after the meeting, 
Heritage Park President Joe 
Sheckter commented that 
‘all they've left us is 
farming!"’ 

The company is proposing 
to develop a shopping centre 
on their land at the corner of 
Hebert Road and the St. 
Albert Trail. They began 
their negotiations with coun- 
cil over seven years ago. At 


last Monday's meeting of 
council, a motion was made 
on a recommendation from 
the Municipal Planning Co- 
mmission that the develop- 
ment be approved for single 
family residential and office 
commercial developments. 
This recommendation was 
one of three alternatives for 
land use in Akinsdalé South 
in a report drawn up by the 
city’s planning department. 
Council reconvened Friday 
evening to vote on the 
motion, as they failed to 
complete their agenda at the 
regular Monday meeting. 
The appearance of the 


company’s representatives 
before the meeting was in 
itself debated by council. 
Mayor Ronald Harvey stated 
that in the interests of 
democracy, the company’s 
spokesman should be allow- 
ed to appear and make their 
presentation. Ald. Bill Sh- 
ields said he questioned the 
propriety of Mr. Sheckter’s 
appearance at a time when 
council was deciding a land 
use policy. However, Mr. 
Shields moved that the 
spokesmen be allowed to 
address council for 15 min- 
utes. The motion carried.

The St. Albert Lions 
Winter Carnival '78 will get 
cracking February 10, 11 and 
12 provided Jack Frost 
doesn't release his grip 
beforehand.

Move to open

Other members reacted 
negatively to fellow Catholic 
School Board trustee Jerry 
Manegre's move to open 
committee meetings to the 
public. 

In speaking against the 
motion, Ken Porter said the 
question of holding com- 
mittee meetings in public 
was up to the particular 
committee chairman. If P- 
ublic input is required the 
committee can invite de- 
legations to appear before it. 
He would not like to be 
governed by section 47 of the 
School Act while in C- 
ommittee. 

Section 47 provides that 
board meetings are to be 
open unless section 47(3) 
is utilized, Section 47(3( 
permits any board meeting to 
go ‘in camera’ for any 


portion of the meeting upon a 
majority vote to do so. No 
resolutions may be passed 
while ‘in camera’, All actions 
of the board must be passed 
and recorded in public. 
permits any board meeting to 
go ‘in camera’ for any 
portion of the meeting upon a 
majority vote todo so.

In his presentation, Mr. 
Wayne Quinn of Heritage 
Park told council that he was 
a chartered accountant who 
had negotiated the devel- 
opment of the Woodward's 
complex and the Westridge 
subdivision in Lethbridge as 


well as the Petrolia, Ermine-" 


skin and Steele Heights 
subdivisions in Edmonton. 
Regarding the negotiations 
in St. Albert, Mr. Quinn said 
that during the several years 
that the company had await- 
ed the go-ahead on their 
project, over 600,000 square 
feet of retail space had been 
approved for other develop- 
ers. He said the site had the 
approval of the city’s engin- 
eering department and stat- 
ed that the company has had 
tenants lined up since 1969. 
He informed the aldermen 
that the developers had 
spent $300,000 installing 
underground services re- 
quired by the City Engineer- 
ing Department. He re- 
minded the council ‘lat when 
St. Albert had needed water, 
the company had purchased 
a right of way out of their 
own pocket as well as an 
easement through their own 
land and had given those to 
the city with no compen- 
sation. 

In rebuttal to statements 
previously made concerning 
the viability of the proposed 
shopping centre, Mr. Quinn 
said it was not the role of 
council to determine the 
economic viability of a devel- 
oper’s proposal, if the 
developer was willing to 
finance it. Mr. Quinn also 
stated that fears regarding 
the development's effects on 
existing businesses were 
unjustified. He said that the 
Grandin: Shopping Centre 
would be in a_ better 
competitive position as their 
costs would be less due to 
previously lower building 
costs. St. Albert residents 
would benefit from the lower 
prices and wider selection 
that come with increased 
competition. 


‘“*WEAK”’ INDUSTRIAL 
BASE 


Mr. Quinn said that the six 
percent industrial base. exis- 
tant presently in St. Albert 
was ‘‘weak"’ and stated that 
their development would 
create 200 jobs and add a 
quarter of a million dollars in 
tax revenues. 


TAXES HIKED 
3000 PERCENT 


In a parting thrust, Mr. 
Quinn stated that taxes 
collected on the property in 
question had increased 3,000 
percent in the last year, 
rising from $450 to $12,000. 
The company was told by the 
city assessor that the in- 
crease was due to the 
commercial connotation of 
the land. However, President 
Joe Sheckter later stated that 
the land had not been cul- 
tivated last year or seeded as 
he felt approval to proceed 
with a commercial develop- 
ment would be granted and it 
would be a waste of money. 
Also he felt that this was an 
invalid assessment, and he 
would be appealing . the 
matter. He pointed out that 
allowing land to lie fallow 
was a recognized agricultural 
practice, and is allowed 
under the agricultural land 
use designation. When que- 
stioned by Ald. Liesbeth 
Bakker later on the subject, 
City Administrator Bob By- 
ron stated that such an 
assessment was in accord- 
ance with the provincial 
manual and was not made on 
the whim of the assessor. 

In his address to council, 
Mr. Sheckter pointed out 
that the three intersections 
along that section of the St. 
Albert Trail had been appr- 
oved for commercial use, 
including a shopping centre, 
a drive-in restaurant and a 
car agency. 

‘We have the logical site 
with the proper turn,’’ said 
Mr. Sheckter. 


OUT OF THEIR MINDS? 
In regard to the MPC’s 
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recommendation that the site 
be used primarily for single 
family residential homes, 
Mr. Sheckter responded in- 
credulously. 

‘*Who in his right mind 
would want to buy a single 
family dwelling beside Jas- 
per Auto Parts, Hebert Road 
and the St. Albert Trail? And 
a proposed new freeway? 
asked Mr. Sheckter. He also 
stated emphatically that he 
would not consider develop- 
ing the land for this purpose, 
or selling it. 

Mr. Sheckter remarked 
that Einstein had spent less 
time formulating his theory 
of relativity than the city had 
taken to decide the fate of his 
land. He also took exception 
to the fact that the company 
had never been informed of 
the existance of the Land Use 
Alternatives Report on Ak- 
insdale South, although he 
said that others had had 
access to the report. 

Mr. Sheckter concluded by 
stating that the proposed 
development was ‘‘viable, 
practical and feasible’’ and 
that he hoped there would be 
no further tabling of the 
matter. 

Mr. Sheckter’s presenta- 
tion drew a number of 
questions from council. Ald. 
Breadner inquired if the de- 
veloper would consider a 
multiple family residential 
project. However, Mr. She- 
ckter stated that the site was 
too large an area for that kind 
of development, although 
part of it would be suitable. 
Ald. Liesbeth Bakker in- 
quired if the company was 
willing to pay for the widen- 
ing of Arlington Drive and 
Hebert Road. Mr. Sheckter 
answered that this was 
standard practice for devel- 
opers to pay to accommodate 
the increased demands on 
roads leading to their facility. 

In answer to a request 
from Mrs. Bakker regarding 
the names of tenants, Mr. 
Sheckter said that he did not 
think he should be forced to 
reveal tenants names as long 
as the land was considered 
commercial. He said the 
tenants should not have to 
“stick their necks out’’ until 
the company had a commit- 
ment from the city. Mr. 
Quinn added that the tenants 
concerned were sufficiently 
substantial that the bank had 
lent the money on the 
Strength of the tenants’ 
names, 

Ald, Margaret Smith then 
moved that Alternative 1 be 
adopted for Akinsdale South. 
This is the alternative which 
would approve development 
of the shopping centre. Mr. 
Shields stated that he could 
not support a shopping cen- 
tre that would be 225,000 
square feet in size, or three 
times the size of the Grandin 
Shoppers Mall. He said it

would be overscale for the 
land use. 


AYOTTE SUPPORTS 


Ald. Roger Ayotte stated 
that he fully endorsed 
Alternative 1. He said that he 
had talked to residents of the 
area who had complained 
about the proposal pre- 
viously, but had decided they 
were not adamant in their 
protest. He said the council 
had a responsibility to in- 
crease commercial develop- 
ment, and he stated that 
such development had not 
reached the overscale pro- 
portions and was not even 
near what the city required. 
He said that council was 
‘‘frustrating’’ the business- 
man, and stated that if the 
banks were willing to lend a 
developer money for a 
project, it was not council's 
role to determine that pro- 
ject’s viability. 

Speaking in favour of the 
MPC support of Alternative 
3, Ald. Breadner said that 
there was concern that 
Alternative 1 would over- 
develop the site, with a de- 
velopment three times the 
size-of Grandin. Mr. Bread- 
ner also referred to other 
commercial development 
which has been agreed to, 
such as Woodlands. 

Because she feared an 
adverse effect on the future 
downtown core development 
of city-owned land, Ald. 
Liesbeth Bakker said she was 
not in favour of the shopping 
centre proposal of Alterna- 
tive 1. However, she said she 
did not approve of Alter- 
native 3 either. Mrs. Bakker 
said she would vote for 
Alternative 1 if there were 
“‘very stringent limits on 
office commercial space’’ so 
that the development would 
not compete with the down- 
town. However, Ald. Bread- 
ner informed her that this 
kind of modification of the 
alternative would not be 
voted upon, 
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Although she made the 
motion in support of Al- 
ternative 1, Ald. Margaret 
Smith said she did not 
support the shopping centre 
proposal because of the city’s 
commitment to a regional 
shopping centre to be built 
by Abacus Cities. She ex- 
pressed concern about the 
effects on the downtown core 
and disagreed with Mr. 
Sheckter’s statements that 
the criteria for the shopping 
centre had been met. 

Ald. Rod Throndson stated 
that the city was in the 
development business itself 
in the downtown area, but 
disagreed with the protective 
stance taken by the Akins- 
dale report. He said that if 
the developer ‘‘laid down 
cold, hard cash,’’ he had his 
own market reports on the 


project's viability. However, 
Mr. Throndson said that a 
vote for this shopping centre 
would be a vote to ‘kill the 
downtown,"’ and so he could 
not support it. 

The motion to approve 
alternative 1 was defeated, 
with Harvey and Ayotte 
supporting it, and Breadner, 
Smith, Bakker, Shields and 
Throndson against it. 

However, the other al- 
ternatives presented in the 
Akinsdale report did not fare 
well either, Alternative three 
was voted down as was 
Alternative two. 

As a result, the future of 
Akinsdale South remains 
undecided. The matter was 
moved referred to MPC and 
staff for further study, and 
the motion carried.

pupil per month if the Parish 
Kindergarten financed its 
own program. 

Walter Zuk, chairman of 
the Parish Kindergarten, 
said if no aid was forth- 
coming from the board and 
the kindergarten was forced 
to decentralize it would likely 
disband. In that case the 
school board would be in the 
position of operating the 
kindergarten. 

Members feel the kinder- 
garten has been very effec- 
tive in providing a service to 
the community in an edu- 
cational way as well as 
bringing about greater par- 
ent involvement.

THE SOVIETIZATION OF ST. ALBERT 


Joe Sheckter, president of a big company which has been 
trying to develop a shopping center for St. Albert residents 
over the past seven years, must be wondering why his 
forbears ever made the flight from Soviet Russia to the “‘free”’ 
West. 


Lpe Gasersse 


For Mr. Sheckter is up against a government body which is in 
its own way as formidable as any Soviet bureaucracy 
calculated to make men into sheep. 


That body is St. Albert council. 


Most people know that there was a revolution in Russia in 
1917; everything went topsy turvy and if you had any land it 
was the same as not having it, for the state took unto itself the 
powers of determining the fate of the land irrespective of who 
owned it. 


If you own land you expect that you will have the major say in 
how it is developed and Mr. Sheckter had earmarked the land 
in question as a shopping center for the people of St. Albert. 


What has happened to that land over the past few years reads 
like a story; not from the free west but the steppes of Russia or 
the Siberian bush. 


The land in question about 45 acres of it owned by Mr. 
Sheckter between Hebert Road and the St. Albert Trail, 
seems a logical place for a large regional type shopping 
center. But the fate of it seems already to have been 


determined not by Mr. Sheckter, but by people who only 
esnuntebowe ince every three years. 


First the land was determined as a special study area, 
virtually frozen, while over the past several years, St. Albert 
councils and administrations knowingly or unknowingly 
outflanked Mr. Sheckter by approving piecemeal commercial 
developments, played around with other shopping center 
proposals and denied themselves good tax revenue from a 
proposal which financiers described as economically viable. 


Changes in the assessment and tax base recently have 
penalized the landowner with an average 3,000 percent 
increase in taxes from $450 to $12,000 in specific figures. 


Meanwhile about $100,000 in studies and planning have 
been spent on the viability of the Sheckter lands by the city 
planning department; yet this money has been effectively 
squandered since St. Albert has made a commitment to 
Abacus Cities and their regional shopping center, as well as a 
commitment to develop the downtown core, and this long 
after the original shopping center proposal from Shelter 
Resources for the site south of Hebert Road. 


Mr. Sheckter points out that if St. Albert had allowed his 
development to go ahead seven years ago, they would already 
have received $250,000 in taxes from it last year alone. 


“Something is rotten but it’s not in Denmark, you do not have 
to go that far for it,”’ says Mr. Sheckter. 


Last Friday, city council, convening again because they 
could not get through their business in good time at the regular 
meeting the previous Monday, stalled on the Sheckter lands 
yet again. The motion to approve the 225,000 square foot 
shopping center was defeated, but with, perhaps to their 
credit, Alderman Roger Ayotte and Mayor Ron Harvey 
supporting the proposal. Two other alternatives for the land 
use were not approved and the whole issue, now a seven year 
saga, is back in the limbo of the Municipal Planning 
Commission and “‘referral to staff.” 


No wonder Mr, Sheckter made the rather brilliant remark that 
Einstein had spent less time formulating his Theory of 
Relativity than the city had taken to decide the fate of his land, 


Judging from the evidence no Einsteins are likely to emerge 
from St. Albert council; they haven't in the past and they 
won't in the future,

Media accused of improper use of statistics 


Professional marketing 
and social research groups 
may be looking to self- 
regulation in order to avoid 
the possibility of government 
regulation. f 

They feel one method of 
acheiving better control over 
research standards would be 
to educate the advertising 
and editorial personnel of the 
broadcast and print media. 
They would show how some 
studies and polls are not 
legitimate research, but only 
random samples without 
scientific credentials. 

A media program is being 
embarked upon which will 
hopefully result in solving 
some of the problems exist- 


ing in the execution of _ 


research studies, the inter- 
pretation of data, and the 
way in which research 
findings are expressed by the 
media. 

The program will involve 
face-to-face meetings with 
broadcast, magazine, busi- 
ness journal and newspaper 
representatives, and has 
been prompted by a number 
of cases in which casual 
samples and unscientific 


data have been passed off as 
research in both advertising 
and news reports. 

This is not unexpected, 
because research is a grow- 
ing industry that has attained 
a high degree of credibility in 
a few short years. 

John C, Robertson, direc- 
tor of standards for the 
Canadian Association of 
Marketing Research Com- 
panies, says, ‘‘the industry 
has grown so much in the last 
10 or 15 years, that if we 
don’t police ourselves, then 
someone else will.’’ The 
media's use and reporting of 
pre-election polls is one area 
in which there is prospect of 
legal controls, he said. 

The media's description of 
a sample is one of the main 
problem areas, he said. The 
marketing groups are pre- 
pared to provide advice to 
the media at no charge on 
how to describe research and 
use it if this is what they 
need to present it in a proper 
way, Mr. Robertson said. 

Other matters the market- 
ing groups hope to raise with 
the media include the mis- 
representation of surveys or

Heat from fire to 


extract oil 


By Joe Dary 

Amoco Canada Petroleum 
Co, Ltd. will start a fire on its 
oil-sands lease near Fort 
McMurray this fall as part of 
a $46 million in-situ (in place) 
pilot project. 

Company officials say the 
insitu recovery method is the 
only way oil can be removed 
from sands located too far 
below the surface to be 
reached by current strip- 
mining techniques employed 
by Great Canadian Oil Sands 
Ltd. and Syncrude Canada 
Ltd. 

David Sandmeyer, Ed- 
monton-area production su- 
perintendent, said the me- 
thod involves combustion 
below ground near the 
deposit to heat the oil to a 
point where it can be 
removed through traditional 
oil wells. 

Compressed air will be 
injected into the formation 
850 feet to 1,110 feet below 
the ground and then ignited 
for a pre-heating stage which 
will take about a year. 

The heat generated by the 
fire-smoke will not be visi- 
ble-will produce steam and 
pressure to separate the 
heavy oil from the sands 
which cling to it. The oil 
can then be pumped to the 
surface. 

The project, to cost $70 
million if carried through to 
1984, will simulate large-sc- 


ale production techniques 
using 2S wells on a 22.5-acre 
parcel. 

The wells are drilledina 
square-block pattern, with 
nine injection wells and 16 
recovery or production wells. 
Compressed air will be 
forced through the injection 
wells into the formation 
before the fire is lighted. 
There will be four production 
wells to each injection well 
on a 2.S-acre block. 

Air will be pumped into 
the formation to keep the fire 
going for months and keep 
the sands heated to about 95 
degrees Celsius-the temper- 
ature previous experiments 
have shown permits oil to 
start flowing out of the 
sands. 

After enough of the pro- 
ducing zone has been heated 
to an adequate temperature, 
production will begin from 
the production wells located 
about 200 feet away. 

Using Amoco’s patented 
“Cofcaw"’ process, the next 
process stage will probably 
begin in 1979, 

The process begins when 
formation pressures are re- 
duced to a reasonably low 
level and involves burning oil 
in place, pushing the fire 
through the formation and 
injecting air behind the fire. 
Water is injected through the 
fire to create steam to carry 
heat energy into the sands.

Research Authority, a pro- 
vincial government agency, 
Amoco and Pacific Petro- 
leums Ltd., is the result of 21 
years of research by Amoco, 

In 1956 laboratory ex- 
periments showed oil could 
be produced if the sand 
formation was heated to 
reduce the viscosity or thick- 
ness of the oil. 

Two years later Amoco 
began field work on its lease 
with the drilling of two wells 
100 feet apart. They con- 
firmed that sufficient flow 
capacity existed. 

In 1959 tests showed 
spontaneous combustion of 
the formation was not a 
problem but sand control 
was. The fine sand left 
behind after the oil was 
removed could clog equip- 
ment. Special heat-resistant 
tubing and casing were re- 
quired. 

Other phases showed that 
wells must be drilled within 
250 feet of each other to 
maintain the link between 
the injection and production 
wells. 

The project will operate 
until 1980, when the opera- 
tion will be reviewed to 
determine whether the in-si- 
tu method is commercially 
viable. 

Fraser Allen, Amoco Can- 
ada president, said 1982 is 
the earliest possible date on 
which a decision could be 
made to build a large-scale 
plant. Such a plant would not 
begin operating until! 1990 
and would produce 100,000 
barrels daily. 

Sandmeyer said a plant of 
that size would cost about 
$1.5 billion at current prices 
and require 10,500 produc- 
tion and induction wells on a 
12,900-acre parcel.

Some economic growth seen 
for 1978 Canadian economy 


The Canadian economy 
should show some modest 
signs of improvement during 
1978, according to Rowland 
C. Frazee, president of the 
Canadian Bankers’ Associa- 
tion (CBA). 

He suggests in a*year-end 
forecast that the country’s 
real gross national product— 
the sum of all goods and 
services — should rise 3.5 to 
four per cent during the 
year.

BOLIVIA AIDED 


For as far back as anyone 
could remember in the 
remote Bolivian village of El 
Espino, the routine was the 
same. During the six-month 
dry season, the single 
hand-dug well would dry up 
and the 350-odd villagers had 
tohaul their water in clay 
jugs or oil cans from a tiny 
spring eight kilometres away 

It was a daily five-hour 
round trip, which meant that 
classes at the village school 
were held in the afternoons 
for tired minds in tired little 
bodies. It also meant that the 
remainder of normal house- 
keeping chores occupied 
women well into the evening. 
But above all, the same 
water which regulated this 
routine was far from pure. In 
fact it was largely respon- 
sible for a 90% incidence of 
intestinal parasites --- Boli- 
via’s number two child-killer. 

This daily routine has now 


changed with the arrival of 
UNICEF-supplied drilling rig 
and piping. Since 1975, 
UNICEF Canada and CIDA 
have jointly contributed to- 
wards a million-dollar project 
to accelerate the work of 
rural sanitation in Bolivia. 
Community involvement, 
coupled with national ini- 
tiative, is responsible for the 
success of this Canadian- 
funded project. The Health 
Ministry provides the advice 
and technical expertise, UN- 
ICEF supplies the pumps, 
pipes and cement, and the 
villagers contribute the lab- 
our for well-digging and help 
to install the pipes and 
pumps. 


CARDS CAN HELP 


By helping to provide safe, 
clean water through their 
contributions to UNICEF, 
Canadians have shown in a 
very deep sense their care 
and concern for the well- 
being of these children and 
their families. 


Intensive cereal 


production 


Scientists at Agriculture 
Canada's charlottetown, P.- 
E.1., Research Station have 
been researching the feas- 
ibility of more intensive 
cereal production on the 
island. 

Tests have shown that 
spring wheat yields can be 
increased to four tonnes per 
hectare by doubling the 
application of nitrogen fer- 
tilizer. The average yield for 
wheat on the island is now 


about two-and-one-half ton- 
nes per hectare. 

However, the r-searchers 
have encountered problems 
with diseases such as sep- 
toria and mildew and fungi- 
cides may be needed as part 
of the intensive management 
practice. Research is contin- 
uing to determine whether 
the higher cereal yields will 
pay for the extra input costs 
of intensive production.

Even if you feel great, there is hidden damage there and that 
should bother you!! 

The American Medical Association says just 10 puffs of a 
cigarette increases resistance in the air pathways to the lungs.

Three Sturgeon men awarded Medal} 


Three Sturgeon men, one a 
teacher with 29 years exper- 
ience, the others the mayor 
of Gibbons and the former 
Redwater Mayor Walter Ma- 
lowany have been awarded 
the Queen's Silver Jubilee 
Medal for community ser- 
vice. 

Mayor of Gibbons Reg 
Austin got his medal a week 
ago with the citation duly 
signed by the Governor 
General Jules Leger in 
Ottawa. 

The medal is attached to a 
red white and blue ribbon 
and is about the size of a SO 
cent piece with the Queen on 
one side and a special jubilee 
design on the other. 

The award is for com- 
munity service in the years of 
the Queen's reign from 
1952-1977, 

Mayor Austin has been 
mayor of Gibbons for about a 
year and a half and was on 
council a year previous to 
this when former mayor of 
Gibbons ‘'Snip’’ Loblock re- 
signed. 

Mayor Austin has 10 years 
as a school bus operator on 
his service record, had been 
a trustee with the Sturgeon 
School Division for nine 
years, and has also been 
involved with work on 
natural gas co-ops. 

Mayor Austin has also 17 
years service as secretary- 
treasurer of the Alberta 
Rural Electrification Asso- 
ciation, 14 years of this were 
spent on the Association's 
board of directors. 

Former Redwater Mayor 
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Walter Malowany was also a 
recipient of the medal. He is 
a longtime resident of Red- 
water and his community 
service record goes as far 
back as the mid-30s. 

Mr. Malowany, who was 
also a trustee on the Thorhild 
school board, says ‘*‘I was 
one of the original guys who 
broke away from Smoky Lake 
County and in 1951 went for 


town status (for Redwater)."’ 
Up until three years ago 


Mr. Malowany spent most of 
his time as Redwater's 
deputy mayor, until he was 
elected mayor in 1974. 

He has also got four years 
experience on the Redwater 
school board. 

Mr. Malowany is active on 
the local business scene and 
runs aGM dealership garage 
business. 

The other recipient of the 
medal is Thorhild teacher 
John Hawrelko, a resident of 


Redwater. He has 29 years 
teaching experience and is 
now teaching at Thorhild 
Academic School. 

Mr. Hawrelko has been 
heavily involved in comm- 
ittee and delegation work at 
the local council and school 
board level. He has also 
worked closely with the Al- 
berta Teacher's Association 
and the Alberta Department 
of Education in curriculum 
and policy decision making.

At the regular meeting of 
January 3, 1978, the Thibault 
School Board approved that a 
statement of need be sub- 
mitted to the Department of 
Education for a 16-room 
junior high school to be 
completed for September of 
1978. 

Representatives of Qualico 
Developments and Morin- 
ville Town Council met with 
the School Board at their 
regular meeting of January 
17. A discussion took place 
regarding possible school 
sites in the new Qualico 
Development. The plan pre- 
sented provides sites for 
three elementary schools and 
one junior high school in the 
new development. A possible 
site was also discussed for a 
future high school with 
vocational facilities. The 
School Board accepted in 
principle the possible loca- 
tions of new schools as 
presented in the outline plan. 

Two letters were received 
requesting refunds for fees 
paid for bus transportation. 
However, the requests were 
denied. The Board felt that 
refunds cannot be given 
because the size of the bus 
was determined by the initial 
response for transportation 
in October. If refunds are 
allowed during the year the 
cost of operating the bus 
would become an even 


greater burden to the Board ~ 


than it is at present. 

The Board is also awaiting 
replies from interested or- 
ganizations regarding their 
participation in the formation 
of a Vandalism Committee to 
discuss ways and means of 
curbing vandalism in the 
Town of Morinville. To date 
the Board has received five 
responses out of the 17 
letters that were sent out. 
They would appreciate a 
response from those or- 
ganizations who have not 
replied as yet.

The village main- 
tenance staff will carry out 
the routine installations; the 
more complicated jobs will 
be done either by or under 
the supervision of a plumber 
Residents are asked to co- 
operate with village staff as 
the work progresses. 

Water charges based on 
meter readings will not be 
made until all meters have 
been installed. 

The following write-up 
from a publication entitled 
“The Utility Operator’ will 
illustrate some of the reasons 
why council decided to em- 
bark on installation of water 
meters: 

‘The installation of water 
meters for all customers, 
combined with a billing 
system which rewards those 
who use less water, is 
recognized as a basic com- 
ponent of any water-con- 
servation program. 

The basic reason for 
requesting meter water rates 
rather than flat rates is that 
water use becomes a fact 
more apparent in the mind of 
the user. 

It is a practical method of 
restricting excessive water 
waste. 

For at least three genera- 
tions, water has been avail- 
able to the householder at 
the flick of a wrist. The result 
has been a series of water 
wasting habits in which we 
may not always be able to 
indulge. 

Assuming that something 
so important as water comes 
from an endless supply can 
be a fatal mistake. Water 
wastage accounts for about 
half the volume normally 
used in our municipal water 
supplies. 

It is not reasonable to run 
two gallons of water through 
the tap to get one six-ounce 
glass of water -- but some 
people do it anyway. A 
pitcher in the refrigerator is 
just as capable of providing 
that cool refreshing drink. 

Why run 40 gallons thr- 
ough the hose while only five 
gallons are needed to rinse 
off a car? 

Sprinklers which throw 
half the water on the 
sidewalk and are operated 
during the middle of the day 
(when evaporation is high- 
est) demonstrate obvious 
waste. 

There are many activities 
that contribute to water 
shortages which are becom- 
ing more troublesome each 
year. 

Following are some sugg- 
estions consumers could 
practice - especially during 
times of shortage: 


1, Water lawns, gardens, 
trees and shrubs only at 
night and no more than once 
a week. A one-inch soaking 
with a bucket is preferable to 
sprinkling. 

2. Wash automobiles, wi- 
ndows, sidewalks etc. with 
discretion. 

3. Turn off water-operated 
air conditioners and non- 
recycling ornamental foun- 
tains. 

4. Operate automatic clo- 
thes and dishwashers only 
with full loads. 

5. Locate and repair leaks 
in toilets and other water 
fixtures. For example, food 
coloring placed in the re- 
servoir of a toilet will show 
up in the bowl without 
flushing if there is a leak. 

6. Fill the sink, rather 


than let the water run, when 
washing or shaving. 

7. Commercial customers 
could replace automatically 
flushing urinals with those 
which are flushed manually. 

8. Shut off the outside tap, 
not just the hose nozzle, 
when watering is finished. 

9. Delay installation of 
new sod and fertilizer until 
water shortages are over. 

10. Mulch gardens with 
grass clippings to minimize 
evaporation and to control 
weeds. 


FIRE PROTECTION FOR 
VILLAGE ONLY 


A bylaw #104 of the Village 
of Bon Accord to control the 
use of the Village Mobile 
Fire equipment was passed 


at the regular meeting of 
council held January 17, 
1978. 

This bylaw will be of 
interest to persons residing 
adjacent to the Village 
boundary inasmuch as it 
restricts the use of the fire 
engine to the Village except 
for (1) fighting any fires 
which may occur outside the 
village on property owned, 
leased or controlled by the 
Village, or (2) when a fire 
originating on property lying 
within the MD of Sturgeon 
adjacent to the village 
boundary threatens the safe- 
ty of village property or its 
residents. 

Bylaw #105 respecting the 
Prevention and Extinguish- 
ment of Fires will be pre- 
sented to council in the near 


future.

Rabbit meat getting more popular 


FROM FARM LIGHT AND 
POWER 

LINDBROOK, ALBERTA 
-- Elizabeth and Ron Hub- 
bard are not concerned about 
market prices, at 45 to S5 
cents a pound, their livestock 
is always on the hop. 

For three years they have 
been raising rabbits on their 
acreage, Lindbrook Rabbit 
Farm. 

The demand for rabbit 
meat has been growing 
steadily. Indeed, Mrs. Hub- 
bard says she finds it difficult 
to supply enough rabbits to 
meet the customers de- 
mands. 

‘Rabbit meat has been 
popular in Europe for many 
years but Canadians are just 
beginning to think of it as a 
meat animal rather than a 
pet. 

‘Rabbit is an all-white 
meat which may be com- 
pared with chicken in fla- 
vour. It has more protein 
than beef and it's very 
digestible. 

‘*Because most of the 
waste is removed at the 
processing plant and rabbits 
have light small bones its“an 
economical meat,"’ she says. 

Most of the rabbits are 
sold at eight weeks after they 
reach live weight of more 
than four pounds. 

These fryer rabbits can be 
cut into seven serving pieces; 
four legs and three pieces 
along the back or saddle. The 
rabbit's liver, which has a 
very mild flavour, kidney and 
heart are sold with the meat. 

The Hubbards have a 
breeding herd of 20 to 25 
rabbits. The animals are kept 
in individual wire mesh 
cages and housed in a 324 
square foot barn. 

The mest cages allow 
rabbit droppings to fall on 
the barn floor where they are 
easily collected. The barn is 
well vented and insulated for 
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summer and winter use. 

It's important to keep the 
barn’s temperature from 
reaching extremes which 
may affect the rabbit’s 
fertility. In winter, heat from 
the incandescent lighting 
keeps the barn warm and 
comfortable. During the day 
we turn the fan on to 
occassionally circulate the 
air."’ 

Mrs. Hubbard thinks rab- 
bits are an ideal acreage 
animal. ; 

‘They don’t require much 
room, are relatively easy to 
care for and handle, breed 
well and don’t demand a 
great deal of time every day. 
Most chores can be done in 
two, daily half hour sessions 
with a day-long weekly 
cleaning. 

‘*Most problems associ- 
ated with a commercial 
rabbitry can be overcome by 
following the basic principles 
of good husbandry, proper 
and ample feeding and 
Water; draft-free shelter and 
regular cleaning of barn and 
cages. 

“There isn't much equip- 
ment available at present for 
commercial rabbitries, so 
I've improvised and built 
much of my own.”’ 

‘With proper manage- 
ment rabbit raising can 
provide a good hobby in- 
come. New rabbits can be 
marketable at eight weeks. 

‘*Each doe is usually bred 
four times a year. She has a 
gestation period of 31 days 
and our average litter is 
about eight young."’ 

‘In breeding stock we look 
for high quality animals. 
Rabbits should have rounded 
good sized hips, be wide 
across the shoulders and 
have a compact meaty body. 
They should be bright eyed, 
alert and free from defect."’ 

“There's been an increas- 
ing demand for breeding 


stock as more people become 
interested in raising meat 
rabbits.’’ 

To offer support and 
assistance to Alberta’s rabbit 
raisers the Alberta Associa- 
tion of Commercial Rabbit 
producers was formed this 
March. 

Mrs. Hubbard is one of 60 
members. 

“I think this association is 


a great idea. People run into 
problems and it will give us 
an opportunity to assist each 
other and share ideas,’’ she 
says, 

We'll also be interested in 
educating the public, pro- 
moting rabbit as a regular 
part of the family menu, as 
well as encouraging others 
who are interested in getting 
into the area."
